EX-PRESIDENT SPEAKS x SPEAKS TO COMRADES. 
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MEN WHO WON'T WORK 


| FORGE SENT OUT ON DRAINAGE 


OANAL QUIT THE JOB. 


They Rode Out 348 Strong, with Light 
| HearteQne Turn with, Shovel, Pick, 
and Wheelbarrow Was Enough and 
| All but Five Threw Up the Sponge and 
Walked Back to the City~Kopper!'s 
| Relief Mission Closed for Lack of Con- 

| tributions. 

The 348 men who, went out to Willow 
Springs yesterday morning to work on the 
Drainage Canal were -light-hearted. They 
boarded a Chicago and Alton train at 6 
o’clock Bowl rode away fully impressed with 
the knowledge that they were not to go about 
the crowded city starving for something to 
éat any more. But as the day grew older the 
sunshine faded out of the prospect and a 
great change came.over the situation. Either 
the labor to be performed was not 
what they thought it to be, or 
the men did not want to work. 
Anyway 343 of thé party threw up the sponge 
before night and started back to Chicago. At 
guitting time last evening only five men re- 
mained. The rest had disappeared. As a re- 
sult, therefore, of the first day’s effort to ‘give 
employment to the unemployed the latter 
failed most dismally to do their part. 

It was nearly 7 o’clock when the train 
reached Willow Springs. William Harlev & 
Son, on whose contract these men had been 
engaged, were there to receive them. The 
men were drawn up inline and given a few 
words of advice as to the rules and regula- 
tions under which they were to work. 

They Throw Up the Sponge. 

Promptly at 7 o’clock the signal to sail in 
was given, and, as the line moved down into 
the canal-pits, each man was given a tool of 
ohe kind or another to work with. Some 
drew wheelbarrows, some shovels, and some 
picks. The pickers loosened up a section of 
earth, the shovelers loaded it into the wheel- 
barrows, and the wheelers ran away with it to 
the embankment. At the end of the first 
round a dozen men said they were tired and 
the others gradually moved away, deciding 
the work did not suit their ability. 

As a consequence Col. Rend gave notice 
that registration booths would be again put 
up on the Lake-Front. This was done yester- 
day afternoon. Two hundred of the men were 
set to work on the Harlev section and the rest 
on McArthur sections. 

Through the fear that many men might fail 
to secure work through ignorance of the red 
tape necessary to obtain it on the drainage 
canal Trustee Kelly at the Drainage Board 
meeting said that no man would be given 
work unless he first applied to Col. Rend’s 
committee and obtained proper credentials. 
“] make this statement,“ said Trustee Kelly, 
* because within the last few days 200 men 
have applied to me personally for work. The 
board has nothing to do with hiring them. We 
shall continue to give employment to all the 
unemployed who desire it as long as work can 
be found for them on the canal.“ 

, Contractors Are Delinquent. 

The question. whether Agnew & Co., the 
contractors on Secs. 5, 6, 7, 8, and 9, shall 
hold their contracts or not is in a fair way to 
be settled within thenext few days. They 
have been exceedingly delinquent in their 
work, and, although the force employed by 


them has been increased in th lows fu daze, : 


Agnew & Co. was unnecessarily and tnreason- 
ably delayed, and that the contractors have 
and are willfully and persistently violating 
the conditions and covenants of their contracts. 
It was referred to the Joint. Engineering and 
Finance committee and an extra meeting of 
the board called for next Monday afternoon, 
when it is probable that Agnew & Co.’s case 
will be disposed of. 

Bills and vouchers amounting to $161,864 
were approved. This included a construction 
account on seventeen miles of the Drainage 
Channel for the last half of August amount- 
ing to $145,517.90. It is expected that the 
work of construction for the first half of Sep- 
tember will call for the expenditure of nearly 
$200,000. 

An agreement made by Superintendent 
of Construction Westan with the Highway 
Commissioners of Lemont was ratified by the 
board. It gives the Sanitary District the 
right to construct a new channel for the Des- 
plaines River west of the present channel, 
and also to build a: bridge over the same. 

An order was passed upon recommendation 
of the Joint Committee on Engineering and 
Finance establishing a new grade for the 
drainage canal between Lockport and Bridge- 
port. The effect of the change of grade is to 
deepen the channel two feet, making its depth 
from Lockport to Bridgeport continuous at 
twenty-two feet. The increased cost of exca- 
vation will be $200,000. 


DISTRESS RELIEVED AT KOPPERL’S. 


Many New Cases of Destitution Reported 
at the Mission. 

Tales of suffering and starvation continue 
at Kopperl Relief committee, Clinton and. 
Judd streets. For. several hours yesterday 
long lines of people were presented with tick- 
ets for food. Some who had been too proud 
to come before were now compelled by hun- 
ger to seek alms. A number brought written 
notices received from hard-hearted landlords 
that they must vacate within ten days or be 
thrown out. Many of these were widows. Bar- 
bara Kokla, a widow and a Bohemian, 
came in with pale face bathed in tears and 
laid on the table a notice that, she must get 
out that day. She with a family of six chil- 
dren had occupied two little roomsat No. 768 
Allport street, owned by Fred Ellert. 

Mrs. Scieles of No. 206 Brown street had 
faced starvation too long before seeking aid 
for herself and little one, and when she at- 
tempted to explain her condition she fainted. 
The total number of these notices presented 
to date is 132. 

Miss B. Foreman, No. 8417 Prairie avenue; 
Miss Jennie Strauss, No. 1838 Michigan 
avenue; Miss Irma Rosenthal, No. 3213 
South Park avenue, called and desired to 
render assistance. They were given the 
names of those in greatest distress. J. Simon, 
No. 58 Barber street and P. Bluementhal, 
No. 166 Liberty street, brought a load of 150 
watermelons. Yesterday no arrests for fraud 
were made and no cases of repetition were

Putnam Wheelman Loses His Life in Full 
Sight of His Companion. 

Yesterday afternoon a man named Cook 
and a young man whose name the police did 
not obtain, both from Putnam, III., were pass- 
ing through Rome on their bicycles, when the 
companion met with an accident that threw 
him and his wheel into the [Illi-? 
nois and Michigan Canal. Mr. Cook was 
about 100 feet distant at the time the acci- 
dent occurred, and immediately rode up to the 

place and found his companion struggling in 
the water, which is fifteen feet below the road. 
Mr. Cook told his companion to swim to 
the bank, but he replied he could not 
swim. and before anything could be done to 
save him he had drowned. The body could 
not be found. Mr. Cook left for Joliet 
shortly after the accident, and. the police did 
not learn the naine of the drowned man. 


LAND IN DISPUTE BELONGS TO MEXICO. 


Judge Dougherty of Texas Gives the His- 
tery ofa Banco Apparently in Texas. 

San Antronro, Tex., Sept. 6.—[Special.]— 
W. P. Dougherty, Judge of Hidalgo County, 
one of the best posted men of the country on 
the geography of the island in dispute be- 
tween this country and México, said today: 
„The banco in question undoubtedly belongs 
to Mexico, This banco isa part of an orig- 
inal tract granted to the Indians by the 
Spanish Government and then became the 
property of a woman by the name of Bo- 
canegra, who rented the land to Andres 
Salinas, who has had possession for several 
years. The old lady Bocanegra recently died 
and Salinas now claims it as his own. In the 
meantime the river had cut this banco off 
and left it on the Teras side, and since then 
it has been claimed that it is Texas soil.“

Sr. Ienace, Mich., Sept. 6.—[Special.]— 
Capt. Eiermann, the aeronaut, who left Mil- 
waukee in a balloon Sunday afternoon, ar- 
rived this afternoon on the schooner Ellen 
Williams, which picked him up in the lake 
twenty-five miles northeast of Milwaukee. 
Capt. Eiermann had been in the water an 
hour and a half before rescued, and to a life- 
preserver he owes his safety. 

Previous to dropping into the water he left 
the car and climbed into the netting of the 
balloon, where he hung for his life, 
he says, for thirty minutes. All this 
time the balloon was skimming over the sur- 
face of the lake before a heavy wind. Oc- 
casionally the car caught on a wave. Then 
he would be nearly dislodged from his pre- 
carious holding. When nearly exhausted one 
of these jerks tore him from his holding and 
he fell into the water. A common life pre- 
server around his chest kept him afloat. As 
soon as relieved of the weight of the aeronaut 
the balloon righted itself and went off like a 
shot and was not afterward seen. 

Capt. Eiermann. was in the water ninety 
minutes. When rescued he was well nigh ex- 
hausted and it was some time before he re- 
covered. He has made ‘about 800 balloon 
ascensions, but this, he says, was the most 
miraculous escape he ever had. 

The schooner Ellen Williams, which res- 
cued him, was bound from Chicago for St. 
Ignace. The Captain says the balloon first 
crossed the bows of his vessel about eighty 
rods ahead. He followed it, but it was a 


most exciting chase, for the ballooa was being 


carried along on the water by a 
heavy wind. Suddenly it struck a wave 
and came up standmg with a. jerk. 
Then the vessel gained on the balloon. Work- 
ing free from the wave, the balloon would gain 
on the vessel. This was repeated frequently 
until finally the basket got caught so that it 
not free itself fora time, but dragged 
22 in the water. for the first time 
the Captain of the schooner discovered that 
there was a man clinging.to the balloon. He 
dropped into the water as the vessel 
him. Then he put his vessel about after 
some time and much hard work succeeded in 
rescuing him. He was nearly exhausted when

CALHOUN ON STATE BANK ISSUES, 
Southern Democrats who want the 10 per 
eent tax on State bank notes repealed—a tax 
which they claim is unconstitutional—in order 
that forty-four States may charter banks for the 
issue of wildcat notes. ought to read what was 
said once on this subject by the father of 
Southern Democracy, John C. Calhoun, for 
whose opinions they say they have high ven- 
eration. Mr. Calhoun said in 1816, when the 
country was flooded with a depreciated State 
bank currency : | 
„The state of our circulating medium was 
opposed to the principles of the Federal Con- 
stitution. The power was given to Congress 
by that instrument in express terms to regu- 
late the currency of the United States, 


exercised by State banking institutions, no 
longer responsible for the correctness with 
which they manage it. No one who referred 
to the Constitution could doubt that the money 
of the United States was intended te be placed 
entirely under the control of Congress. The 
only object the framers of the Constitution 
could have had in view in giving to Congress 
‘the power to coin money, regulate the value 
thereof, and of foreign coin’ must have been 
to give a steadiness and fixed value to the 
currency of the United States. By a 
sort of undercurrent the power of Congress 
to regulate. the money of the country had 
caved in, and upon its runs had sprung up 
those institutions which now exercised the 
right of making money for the United States,

JUDGE EWING’S DECISION ON THE SUN- 
DAY QUESTION, 

For sufficient reasons Judge Ewing has re- 
fused to hear the motion of the Worid's Fair 
counsel for a final hearing in the Sunday liti- 
gation. The Judge in his decision holds that 
while he might disagree with the opinion of 
Judge Goggin, still, as the latter’s jurisdiction 
is codrdinate with his own, what is called 
* judicial courtesy must restrain him from 
reviewing the order for continuance. As to 
the points made by counsel that Judge Gog- 
gin’s order was given in an unusual manner 
Judge Ewing is of further opinion that to en- 
tertain the motion “‘ would involve not only 
my reviewing the conclusion of law reached 
by an associate on the bench, clothed with au- 
thority to pass upon the question submitted 
to him, but alsoa criticiam of the means by 
which and the manner in which that con- 
clusion was reached.“ Under these circum- 
stances he was necessitated to decline the 
motion. : * 

The decision of Judge Ewing probably ends 
this much litigated and shuttlecocked ques- 
tion of Sunday opening. Judge Moran is of 
opinion that the case will rest in statu quo 
until Judge Stein returns from his vacation, 
which he is spending in Europe. It is uncer- 
tain when he will return. It is likely, indeed, 
he may remain abroad, drawing his salary, 
until after the Fair closes, but even should he 
return in time to hear the motion submitted 
to Judge Ewing it would make little differ- 
ence. There now remain but eight more Sun- 
days before closing and nothing would be 
gained even if the Fair could be closed for a 
Sunday or two. The public has lost all its 
interest in the case and the Sunday closers 
have withdrawn all opposition and the Sunday 
openers abstain from Sunday visita. It now 
remains for the Exposition officials to make 
the grounds and buildings as attractive as 
possible Sundays, bearing in mind that 
it should be a rest Fair. Such buildings 
should be opened as is reasonable and proper, 
and appropriate music should be furnished. 
Let there be preaching for those who want it, 
singing for those who want it, and innocent 
sight-seeing for those who want that. During 
the last two or three Sundays there has been a 
slight increase in attendance, though the 
officials have done nothing to invite it. It is 
open to them now to make the Fair more at- 
tractive.on that day without violat.ng their in- 
tentions as originally set forth when it 
was thought the Fair would be open Gundpgs. 


PENNSYLVANIA DAY. 

This is Pennsylania’s great day at the World’s 
Fair, and it should he made an occasion long 
to be remembered in the State history of 
the Exposition period. The program of the 
pageantry is unusually attractive, but apart 
from this inducement there is every reason

a genuine Chicago boom. New York has had 
its day, and its two principal orators, Gov.

An illustration of the friendly manner in 
which Pennsylvanians regard the World’s Fair 
is shown in the latest number of the Phila- 
delphia Times to reach us. It confesses that 
in the beginning it only expected utilitarian 
results from a city of such expansive energy, 
“and yet in what it has actually done the 
utilitarian and material are transfigured into 
something so beautiful, so poctical, that we 
dave to go to dreamland to find its parallel.“ 
It does not wonder that a consciousness of 
the importance of this exhibition has made its 
way only slowly through 
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The great nations which have placed them- 
selves on what the Governor calls a narrow 
gold basis are all the powers of Europe. 
Either he suppressed or is ignorant of the fact 
that the nations of Europe have in use now as 
money silver with a face value of over one 
and a half biilion dollars. It was coined at 
a ratio of 1534 ta 1 before Germany adopted. 
the gold standard, and its actual bullion value 
is not worth much more than half its face 
value, eh 

Yet this great mass of silver worth intrin- 

sically only $800,000,000 is doing the work 
of more than 1,500 millions of gold, because 
it is held up to the gold standard of value. 
This is not so bad for countries which dre on 
the narrow gold basis and which Altgeld 
would like to have his hearers understand 
use no silver, and hence have less money than 
is needed, to the detriment of industry and 
commerce. The way the parity is maintained 
with gold in Europe is by stopping the free 
coinage of silver. 
mentioning has been coined in Europe since 
France and the Latin Union in 1875-76 shut 
their mints against silver. On the other hand, 
all the Latin American countries persisted in 
free coinage on the old 1544 to 1 ratio, and 
the consequence is they have all slumped 
down to the single silver standard of 60 per 
cent money and have driven out all their 
gold from cireulation.. Gov. Altgeld well 
knows these facts, but dishonorably con- 
cealed them for the mean purpose of deceiv- 
ing the laborites at Kuhn’s Park who listened 
to him. 


HENRY GEORGE AND THE METHODIST 


MINISTERS. 

Henry George was at the Methodist minis- 
ters’ meeting Monday and made one of his 
single tax speeches. As soon as he was 
through he beat a hasty exit to repeat it some- 
where else. Consequently the preachers had 
no opportunity to cross-question him effect- 
ively so as to bring out clearly the fallacy of 
his nonsensical talk about land monopoly.“ 

The truth is that there is less monopolizing 
of land than there ia of any of the multifari- 
ous things in which men can have property 
rights. Those who have land are more will- 


ing asa rule to @ispose of it than of their 


bonds, their stocks, and their interest in in- 
dustrial enterprises. There are nine million 
owners of land in the United States, and most 
of them quite. willing to sell on cheap and 
easy terms. ! 

He must be indeed a poor man who cannot 
buy land. He who is rich enough to buy a 
horse and cart is rich enough to becomea 
proprietor of country acres. A man can go 
anywhere in the country and find monopo- 
list farmers who will sell him a place gladly. 
In the city he will have no difficulty about 
getting monopolists” to sell him a house 
lot. Methodist ministers are aware of all that. 
They know how easy it is for a man to buy 
land with a little money or with some money 


and credit. There is abéut as much sense in 


talking of a monopoly in land as in horses 
or hogs. 

Nor would the man who wants “ access to 
the land be any better off under George's 
plan than he is now. If he occupied land it 
would be as a tenant. The full rental value 
of the property would go to the National and 
State Governments to be used for the support 
of hordes of Georgeite officehoiders. There 


is nothing to prevent a man from becoming 


a tenant now and enjoying the benefits of pay- 
ing rent. Some of the Methodist preachers 
pay rent for the houses they occupy. They 
would pay about the same rent. under the 
Georgeism single tax dispensation, the main 
differen>e being that they would pay it to the 
Georgeite officeholders instead of the owners.
